syrup, heat the syrup and evaporate 
it until there is just enough to cover 
the fruit. Add the fruit to the hot 
syrup, hgat to the boiling point, 
then put in glass or stone Jars or tum-_ 
blers.

I. Paul's Visit to Greece and Miletus 
(20:1-6), ‘ 
Two incidents marked this trip; 


1, The Jews lald wait for him. (vv. 
1-5). This. plot obliged him to re- 
trace his steps through Macedonia 
instead ‘of a more rapid sea voyage. 


-2. Fellowshiping the Disciples at 
Troas (vv. 6-16). He met with them 
around ‘the table of the Lord and 
spoke words of encouragement, 
While preaching here, Eutychls, in 
a deep sleep, fell from a window and | 
was killed. Paul yestored his life, 
thus giving to the disciples a sign of 
divine ' power, Which was greatly 
needed at that time. 


II, Paul’s Farewell to the Ephesian 
Elders. (20:17-38). 

His object in this address is to {m- 

press upon them their responsibility. 


1. Review of his three years’ min- 
istry (vv. 18-21). (1) The spirit of 
ministry (v.: 19). He was humble, 
tender and faithful in spite of the 
many trials which befell him, (2) 
The faithfulness of his ministry (vv. 
20, 21). é. made known tnto them 
everything \ which was of profit, 
taught them both in public and*in 
private. He neglected no class, 
Jews or Greeks. He was impartial 
in all. his ministry. | (3) The theme 
of his ministry (vy. 21). Repentance 
and faith, This is the prominent 
note in the mengage of true minis- 
‘ters today. 

2° The present state of things (vv. 
22-27). Having reviewed his minis- 
try, he how points out the present 
state of things. (1) His immediate 
purpose was to: go to Jerusalem (v. 
22)... (2) Bonds and affi{jctions were 
lying across his path (v. 23). Des- 
pite these he went forward with, un- 
daunted courage. He knew that 
God was leading him, so he went for- 
ward. (3) His fixed purpose (v. 
24); He’ was determined. to com- 
plete his ministry at whatever cost 
—even giving up his life. (4) His 
consciousness of obligation discharg- 
ed (vv.

During this delay he 
searched\out the disciples who lived 
in that city. While here certain dis- 
ciples gald that Paul should not go

The brethren at Jerusalem gladly 
received them. Paul's lodging place

‘Phe trug purpose of education is to develop what 
is already in the mind, until there is something also that had not been 
ipere,. Education should express the creative idea. The principal 
said that there was-a common notion that education had offered its 
best expression when it was immediately related to the individual 
career; but there should be a fat, wider conception than this, in. the 
opinion of Sir Arthur, who while not denyi ing the ortiamental, in- 
sisted upon the creative idea as best answering to true education, 
whith should have the widest possible reach. ' 

Sir Arthur Currié hit‘the nail on the head. In out hurried dba 
tional system, which has to meet the hectic exigencies of a world 
largely dedicated to the loddar, ihere is a vast amount of cramming 
Assimiliative processes have hardly cominenced to operate when the 
demands of industrialism claim the young effort; and undigested 
facts hinder the individual advancement. True education would take 


account of modern needs along industrial and commercial lines, but: 


chiefly, it w ould contemplate, not a mental segment of the pupil, but 
the whole entity. It may be said that there, is no time for their 
routiding out process; but, after all, it is character that supremely 
coints. The pupil is to be fitted for life, not so much by hasty cram- 
ming with facts, which are incontinently forgotten, but -by that wid- 
er knowledge which gives the hint of life itself; In the city schools 
‘the great bulk of the pupils will have to earn their living when their 
‘hurried education i is over. This has been regulated, hy the curriculum 
and not by actital needs that have been observed in the factory or 


mill-or street; and in many instances there has been tfagical lack of, 


the deeper knowledge which-eould be co-ordinated with the “facts of 
life. dn.a word, the conventional conception of education is too-nar- 
row. It expréssés a pedagogical - ciety it does not trarslate itselt 
into life. ° an 
‘Education should be more elastic. Tt should express itself in the 
larger needs of the day. Mathematics are necessary ; but life becom-| 
ing more and moré complex, is the, study, the passion,. the interest 
that should absorb the young regard; seeing that, through econ- 
omic necessity, thousands of children of tender years are. flung into 
it, to wrestle with it as best they may. The text books are necessary, 
but there sare far too many of them; and they offer no spiritual il- 
lumination, he late Sir William Peterson often expressed his re- 
gret that so little attention was given,to the teaching of poetry in 
our public schools.: Certainly, such a feature would tend to soften 
the aridities of life; but, broadly, more humanness:is wanted in the 
curriculum. ‘Uhere-is much useless furniture which, i: every young

_It is recognized, of course, that tle older civilizations of Burope, with 


their teeming millions of people, and their comparative small areas as cons |, 


drasted with the enormous extent and sparse population of Canada, do not 
- presént parallel cases, but, after making due allowance for these conditions, 

~ it must be admitted that it is time that the people of Canada seriously grap- 
"pled with the” problem, huge as it is, of providing better highways. 

Poor roads, or ‘none at all, are inseparable from pioneer countries. The 
-tntrod spaces must first be explored, trails broken, and very ordinary routes 
of travel’ provided. Only with the influx of population and permanent set- 
tlement can the work of first class toad-making be carried on. But des- 
. pite Ml the handicaps of an enormous extent of territory and a small.popula- 
‘tion Canada has led the world in the construction of railways, and its ploneer 

llway; still young in years, is a marvel of efficiency, a source of Satlouet 

pride, and ‘of admiration in other lands, 

- But Canada’s roads! . Taken as a, whole they are exetrable, a source of 
national humiliation aud shame, unworthy of an intelligent, enterprising 
people, Whatever excuse there may have been in’the past for .the neglect 
of the primary arteri¢s of transportation and communication, the excuse will 
no longer hold good.” The urgent need of dealing with the problem in a 
-big, intelligent and aggressive manner is now clear. It has been retognized 
in the United States where great strides in the work. of improvement have 


; The introduction of the automobile and its now almost universal use has 
forced the importance and value of. good roads upon the attention of all. 
Important as good, roads have always been in the internal economy of the 
‘country, they peeve an added importance and value with the coming of 
the motor driven car. Poor roads were never cheap at any oe *, and the 
cost of building good roads and maintaining them-is small in 
the cost of bad-roads in these days ofthe automobile. 

It is false economy, penny-wise and pound foolish, to refrain from the 
necessary expenditure for good roads and then, as indivtdual citizens and tax- 
payers, pay out many times the amount in loss of valuable time, huge bills 
for repairs to expensive cars, arid endrmous waste in the use of gasoline and 

* oll, all of which is the.ineyitable result of bad roads. And eyery farmer 
knows the loss he sustains when forced to haul a half-load of grain many 
miles to an elevator; hecguse of the state of the roads, as compared with, 
the hauling of a full load in less time, and at ‘less labor for his horses; 
a good road. 

Two main things appeaY to be required. First, that the haphazard meth- 
od of road building by municipalities, oft times w{th inexperienced men in 
charge, be replaced by systematic planning and work.carried out by the Pro- 
vincial Governments under the direction of qualified engineers agd road-mak- 
ing experts. To some slight ‘extent ‘this better method is being followed, 
but there is still room for its extension. In fact, in all Provinces through- 
out the West the Provincial Governments should be responsible for the 
proper construction of all main. highways, leaving. only the minor local 
‘arteries leading into those highways to the care of the municipal councils. 

Second, and of equal importance, is the question of the maintenance 
of the roads once they have been built. Hundreds of thousands of dollars: 
spent in the construction of fairly good roads have been lost, owing to failure 
to~ provide proper-maintenance-amil-upkeep:-—"There ts hardy av district im 
Western Canada which does not provide such object lessons of Almost crim- 
inal, mismanagement and waste. © 

The present time, when there is considerable unemployment throughout 
tlie country; would seem to suggest itself as a most opporiune occasion to 
embark on an active and_ well-considered. programme, of -good roads con- 
struction throughout the West. ‘Prue, road-building cannot be carried on 
during the severe winter months when the ground is frozen, but the pro- 
grammes could now be made and orders placed for necessary matetials, thus 
providing winter employment in the manufacture of such materials, and 
then with the completion of seeding next spring thousands of men could be 

~=put actively at work and kept steadily employed until harvest and threshing 
called them into the flelds, instead of, as now, bringing tens of thousands 
of harvest hands into the country for a few weeks’ work at high wages right 
on the eve of winter setting in, hundreds of whom find that their harvest 
wages are not sufficient to carry them over the winter and they, therefore, 
become a charge upon the cities and towns into which they drift when 
threshing is completed.

B. C. Pays Bounty 
For Killing Crows 


Have Been Pest in Stanley Park for 
Years, 


During ‘the four months ending Oc- 
tober 1, the Provincial Government 
has paid out $507.50 in Vancoltver as 
‘head money” for crows slaughtered 
in Stanley Park, where their innreas- 
ing number have made them a decid- 
ed pest for some years. The bounty 
amounts to 20 cents a head, so that 
2,537 birds have “hopped ofi” the twig 
during that period. 

Most of the crows are shot in the 
early morning by men who take this 
means of adding a little pocket 
money to their earnings. Only two 
men have tried killing crows as a 
regular business, one of these ac- 
counting for 476 blackies in 60 days, 
this bringing him a little less. than 
a hundred dollars. 

In spite of much opposition from 
persons who insist that the bald-head- 
ed eagle is not harniful, the Govern- 
ment is still paying a bounty of $1 
for every’ bird killed. At the local 
office, from July to October 1, 140 
bald-heads were brought in by hunt- 
ers, The -bounty * was collected on 
only two owls. ;

feeding being its legs, says Answers. 

The dish that starfish prefers to 
any other is oysters, and it always 
preys on the oyster beds. Having 
‘chosen the particular oyster it de- 
' sires, it proceeds to encircle it with 
|its feet; these feet are tube-like and 
serve the purpose of lungs as well. 
It then exerts with these tube-feet a 
| power so strong and steady on the 
| valves of the shell that at last the 
top is torn off, and the oyster ex- 
posed.
